Great Battle Continues. 


It was officially stated at 4 o'clock 


this afternoon: "Left wing of battle 
continues with great violence. 
The 


opposing fronts have extended even 
into the region of Lens La Bassee, 
prolonged by masses of cavalry which 
are in contact even to the region of 
Armientieres, west of Lille. 


"On the front, from the Somme as 


far as the Meuse! there is nothing tq 
report. 


Germans are. Repulsed. 


"In Woevre region the enemy has at 


tempted to make a new effort to ar- 
rest our progress, but its attacks have 
been repulsed. 


"In Russia the German army was 


defeated in a battle 
at Augustowo 


(Sept. 25 to Oct. 3) and is attempt- 
ing to arrest pursuit on its positions 
along the frontier from Wir-ballen 
to Lyck. Russian troops continue to 
advance and have penetrated several 
points in East Prussia.

It must not be thought that there 


is nothing unusual in the air. Some- 
how it is difficult to be quite a^ gay 
AS usual. 
It is almost cc.tain tl at 


the man or woman you are sitting 
next to can tell you a story of neison- 
al tragedy. One morning I addressed 
four people in the cafe Metiopule 
Three of them were direct and dire 
sufferers. One, a noblman, 
told me 


without a word of complaint, how his 
Chateau near Liege had been razed 
by the Belgians to clear the way for 
the fire of the heavy guns, how ail 
the horses in his racing stud had been 
requisitisned, how, though his mined 
tenants' inability to pay any rent for 
two or three years, his income was 
gone. He asked me anxiously whether, 
if he put the wreck of his fortunes, 
namely the family late, in a b^ chest, 
he would be allowed to take it into 
England. 


A second man described his deaiest 


friends a youth of 20, had been tied to 
a tree by German officers, and told he 
would be shot. First, hov,ove-, they* 
wanted dinner, and dined round the 
tree, taunting their victim with ofFeis 
of cbampaigne till they had finished 
then repast. Then they shot 1 im.

A DRAWN BATTLE. 


London strategists declare that the 


battle of the Aisne is a draw, thus ac- 
knowledgink that the Germans are so 
strongly intrenched that the allies can 
not dislodge them. 
Those who have 


been reading the dispatches from the 
battlefront are not surprised over this 
information. 
The Germans have an 


unlimited number of men. They have 
lost heavily during the four 
weeks 


fighting in France, but they are de- 
termined to inflict all possible punish- 
ment upon the allies. 


The French and Knglish people are 


probably satisfied for the time be- 
ing that the Aisne battle is a draw. 
^Considering the 
preparedness 
of 


Germany and the hosts of troops she 
is able to send'into the field the allies 
have done remarkably well in check- 
ing the kaiser's advance upon Paris 
and have done what was supposed to 
be impossible when they drove the 
Germans back toward the Rhine. The 
kaiser is likely to be more disappoint- 
ed over the failure of his armies to 
annihilate the allies than are the al- 
lies in being unable to push the Ger- 
mans ouc of France. 


There are blunders in war as well as 


in o,ther businesses. If the allies scat- 
ter their troops «ver too much terri- 
tory while the Germans concentrate 
the inevitable result will be the de- 
feat of the allies. 
If, however, the 


allies can hold their present positions 
and gradually wear out the Germans 
the advantage will be with the former 
although this method of warfare will 
be costly to both sides. With winter 
coming on the situation of the troops 
af both sides threatens to become des- 
perate, and disease will add its hor- 
rors to the slaughter.

The Germans have an 


unlimited number of men. They have 
lost heavily during the four 
weeks 


fighting in France, but they are de- 
termined to inflict all possible punish- 
ment upon the allies. 


The French and Knglish people are 


probably satisfied for the time be- 
ing that the Aisne battle is a draw. 
^Considering the 
preparedness 
of 


Germany and the hosts of troops she 
is able to send'into the field the allies 
have done remarkably well in check- 
ing the kaiser's advance upon Paris 
and have done what was supposed to 
be impossible when they drove the 
Germans back toward the Rhine. The 
kaiser is likely to be more disappoint- 
ed over the failure of his armies to 
annihilate the allies than are the al- 
lies in being unable to push the Ger- 
mans ouc of France. 


There are blunders in war as well as 


in o,ther businesses. If the allies scat- 
ter their troops «ver too much terri- 
tory while the Germans concentrate 
the inevitable result will be the de- 
feat of the allies. 
If, however, the 


allies can hold their present positions 
and gradually wear out the Germans 
the advantage will be with the former 
although this method of warfare will 
be costly to both sides. With winter 
coming on the situation of the troops 
af both sides threatens to become des- 
perate, and disease will add its hor- 
rors to the slaughter.
